Mrs. Bryan 
wag the guest of the ladles of A tlanta 
at several functions m ore formal. The 
party left Friday for Birmingham. 
Mr. 
Bryan began his address in the afte r­ 
noon, afte r an introduction by Presi­ 
dent L am ar Hill of the Young M en’s 
D em ocratic league and Judge Benben 
Arnold, both of whom referred to Mr. 
Bryan as the next president. 
Ile wish­ 
ed he could en ter into the appreciation 
of the prophecies with which he had 
been introduced, but the experience 
Of past years, he said, took som ething 
of the w arm th out of such appreci­ 
ation. 
Prophecy, he declared, is half wish 
and half environm ent. 
H e was not 
sure but th a t he would be happier as a 
private citizen than as an office holder, 
but he did not purqpse to aw ait elec­ 
tion to do his best for Democracy. 
Georgia Democracy, he declared, was 
so pure and so sure th at he felt it al­ 
m ost w asting time to try to stre n g th ­ 
en It. 
Dem ocracy is having such rapiR 
grow th even Republicans appreciate 
this, and find it not only respectable, 
but popular. 
H e took up S ecretary Shaw'a recent 
southern speeches on the tariff and 
discussed them . 
H e reviewed th e last 
ten y ears of R epublican ad m in istra­ 
tion, declaring th em to have been of 
unparalleled prosperity.

md following the careers of athletes for years. 
"In regard to the benefit di l ived from athletics," he says, ‘‘one has only to 
remember the physiology of exercise to become convinced of the fact that 
exercise, per se, may be very beneficial. 
The point to bear in mind is to 
advise the person to stop before fatigue becomes evidnt. 
W e can do this 
readily when the athlete is interested in games for the mere exercise but 
such advice cunnot be offered when his aim is to excel in an athletic contest 
Here is where athletics do great barm, and it would be a safe rule to advise 
against all forms of athletics in the nature of a contest. 
Athletics may be 
said to be beneficial until the heart begins to be markedly enlarged

is the danger signal."
